breatiag ail the Oaths , and Proteſtations which he tooke - 
at his Coronatic n , and that as he hath ſworne to defend and 
maintaine the true Proteſtant Religion which he found was 
(and is) ctabliſhed here in his Kmgdome of Eng/and, and 
kath fonriſtied glorioufly theſe go. yeares ſince the happy re- 
ſtauration of it , and it is well knowne that it hath becne gra- 
ciouſly Crown'd with bleſlings from Heaven , and honoured 
with venerable regard and reverence through all Nations : now 
if the King will but grant toſigne , or ſet his hand (againſt his 
owne ſoule) to extirpate and utterly deſtroy this ancient Protes 
ſtant Church , and eſtabliſhed Dorine and Diſcipline, and 
Wichall to allow all other Se&s and Hereſies to be in free uſe 
and praiſe jn all his Majeſtyes Dominions ; then perhaps

ous ſhaddow of Majeſty that ever was gullified , and the onely. 


obedient Journeyman King - , . that was ever crowned ſince the 
worlds Creation. 
Thirdly, if- his Majeſty will be pleafed coremember to for- 


get himſelfe, ſo much as to ſweare, ſign , and ſeale to an aR of 
everlaſting oblivion , that. all.che unſpeakable injuries-which 


this bleſſed Parliament hath done to his Majeſties Perſon , the 
Queens, the Prince, Duke of Yorke, &c and all the intollera- 


ble wrongs and oppreſſions, which the Peeres , Gentry, and- 


people have grievoully ſufcred- nnder may never be thought n- 
= » that the expence of 160 millions of Treaſure may never 


e accounted for ; that Bifhopricks and Church Lands , with 


all oaherſeq neſtrations, imbezellings, offices, and place of 'pro- 


fits, now being in the poſſeſſion of any Parliament man , or-

againſt the King ; that all ſuch profits an1priviledges may ſtitt 
be aſſured to remaine to the now poſſcfiers hands , and their.

are 3S far fromhaving a Treaty as ever wee weree The Parlta- 


ment laies the fault in the army, the army taxes the Parliament, 
and both parties throw the blame apon the King : and verily, 
in truth and indeed ta his Majeſty is fo ftiffe and obſtmate,thar 
neither the afflitions that he nath ſuffered unjuſtly by Traitors, . 
or the hazard of any praiſes and damnab'e attempts againft. 
his ſacred perſon or precious life , nonor the regaining of his 
Royall eſtate and Monarchicall Crownes and dignitics, the en- 
joiments of his dere and moſt vercuous conſort, (the Queene). 
his hopefull progeny, or any,or all things under heaven, be they 
either Earths glories, or calamities, canneither lift his unmove-- 
able mine higher, or deje&t him lower, or move him from his: 

Therefore the Parlia- 
ment do know that their Propoſitions to his Majeſty are buc 
vaineand frivolons, to no other purpoſe but to delay time, to 
uphold their tottering tyrannicall power aud greatneſſe, and to 
deluJe the people, with a hope of a perſonall Treaty , when 
(God knowes that they know) they never meant or intend a= 
ny ſuch matter. 

 Andnow the holy Army (being big with the laſt Baſtard, 
and monſter of Rebellion) with a

fore it neere 2 months , yet canot agree about the price : the 
very cheapning and offerings, with biddings and refuſings,hath 
colt ſo much on both fides, that they will never be drawne to a 
bargaine with a good will : for what the Army-have a greedy.
